The President in Explaining Defense 


Plans 
to 
Manhattan 
Club, 
Con­ 


demns Plotters. 


New York, Nov. 5**—-When lie out 
lined the dminiStratton* p an of na 
tlonal defense in his address to the 
Manhattan dub, at the Biltmore ho­ 
tel, here, President Wilson solemnly 
protested against ‘‘voices in America'' 
which "spoke alien sympathies’’ In a 
wAy that has “ given us grave concern 
in relent months." 
He added a solemn warning against 
"another danger 
we 
should guard 
against"—and this, he said, was the 
“ manifestation of religious and sec­ 
tarian antagonism." 
These two passages in the presi­ 
dent's speech follow: 
"The only thing within our own 
borders that has given us grave con­ 
cern in recent months has been that 
voices have been raised in America 
professing to he the voices of Amort* 
i ans which were not indeed and in 
truth 
Ameri an, 
hut 
which spoke 
alien sympathies, which came from 
men who loved other countries bet­ 
ter than they loved. America, men 
who were partisans of other causes 
than that of America and had forgot­ 
ten that their chief and only allegi 
am e was to the great government 
under which they live. 
Tin se voices 
have not been many, hut they have 
been very loud and very clamorous. 
They have proceeded from a few who 
were hitter and who were greviouslv 
misled. 
"America has not opened Its doors 
in vain to men and women out of 
other nations. 
The vast majority ol 
those who have come to take advan­ 
tage of her hospitality have united 
their spirits 
with 
hers as well as 
their 
fortunes. 
These 
men 
who 
sneak alien sympathies are not their 
spokesmen, but 
are the spokesmen 
of small groups whom It is high t’me 
that the nation should call to a reck­ 
oning.

“ May I not say, while I ani speak­ 
ing of this, that there is another dan­ 
ger that w e houhl 
guard against? 
We should rebuke not only manifesto 
Hons Af racial H cling here in Ameri­ 
ca where there Should he none, but 
also every manifestation of religious 
ami sectarian antagonism. 
"It docs not become America that 
within her borders, where every man 
i* free to follow the dictates of his 
conscience ami 
worship Hod as he 
pleases, men should raise the cry of 
church against church. 
To do that 
is to strike at the very 
pirit and 
heart of Ame? lea. 
We are a God­ 
fearing people. 
We agree to differ 
about methods of worship, hut we a-e 
united in believing in IHvine Provi­ 
dence and in worshiping the god of 
Nations. 
We are the champions of 
religious right here and everywhere 
that it may he our privilege lo give 
it our countenance and support. The 
government I* conscious of the obi!

VON BUELOW DENIES

Prince Is Not on a Mission 


to End the War. 


Lucerne, Nov. j.— Prince von Rue* 
low, former German chancellor, de­ 
nied that he had rome to Switzerland 
on a peace mission. 
The prince made it clear that he is 
not going to Washington to sec Presi­ 
dent Dilkon or to Madrid to ace Kin : 
Alfonso in relation to terms on whPh 
Germany might he willing to discuss 
peace. Nor is he engaged in such dis­ 
cussion with a papal delegate or any­ 
one else. 
In addition to disposing of these re­ 
ports, Prim e von Buelow said to th** 
correspondent: "The 
war 
must be 
fought out." 
At another time during 
the conicrsaHon he said: “ Germany 
is united, 
and 
possesses every re­ 
source In material and. above alf, in 
unity and resolve to continue the war 
to its conclusion by arms." 
The prince talked over various as­ 
pects of the war with considerable 
freedom, although he anticipated that 
his views on these points must not 
be made p Bilic. 
“ For I am here as 
a private person,” he explained, "and 
will not talk politics" 
The only allu­ 
sion on Ma part to American affairs 
was an expression of regret at the 
death of Herman Ridder,
